Zion Evangelical Lutheran Church 


T h is church w as organized In the 
year 1884 and d u ring the first four 
years w as served by pastors from a 
distance. 
T he first resident pastor 
was Hev. J. Frick in the month of 
December, 
1888. * Since th at 
tim e 
thefe 
have been 
num erous pastors 
who served fa ith fu lly this co n g reg a ­ 
tion. 
Since October, 1920, the pres­ 
ent pastor, the Rev. F. 
C. 
R ather! 
has been in charge. 


The first church 
bu ild in g 
was 
erected in 1890 and was situated on 
the corner of Ivy and T enth street, 
North. 
T h is edifice w as destroyed 
by fire in 1912, w hereupon the con­ 
gregation began to build a church at 
the present site, corner 
of 
Main 
street 
and 
Broadway, 
cond u ctin g 
services in the tem porarily finished 
basem ent, until the com pleted ed i­ 
fice was dedicated in 
April, 
1910, 
The modern parsonage w hich forms 
a part of the church property was 
erected in the fail of 1920. 
Zion L utheran church, a member 
of the E vangelical Lutheran Synod 
of M issouri, Ohio and other states, 
num bers about three hundred m em ­ 
bers in its congregation. 
T here is 
also a large Sunday school a tte n ­ 
dance every Sunday m orning. 
Tw o 
a ctiv e church au xiliary societies, the 
Ladies' Aid and the Young Peoples' 
society are con stantly at work co­ 
o p e r a t e g w ith the church proper. 
For social purposes the church is 
equipped w ith^ kitchen and the Lad­ 
ies' Ald parlors. 
The church is mo­ 
dern in all respects, It h avin g been 
erected at a cost pf $6,000.00. 
The 
present valuation 
iq nearly double 
that. 
St. Francis Catholic Church 
A fter the Indians of Crow W ing 
had been transferred to Whit* Earth, 
the w h ite 
population 
settled 
in 
Brainerd. 
The 
Rev. 
Jos. 
F. 
Buh 
first attended th is mission in 1871. 
A long series of pastors succeeded, 
but F ath er Buh 
was alway-* really 
to fill th e gap when needed. 
The 
present pastor, F ath er H ogan, has 
been in charge of this parish since 
Nov. 27th, 1920. 
The first C atholic church in B rain ­ 
erd w as built by F ather Buh, but it 
was destroyed by fire during th e pas-

If the church and the swift! workers of the country were the 
only voices speaking against th*1 12 hour day ii might be said that 
the objections to it came from visionaries and idealists. 
When 
the spokesmen of the Federated American Engineers Societies, 
after a careful investigation lasting through two years, join with 
the representatives of the churched in condemnation, those who 
ask for the opinion of practical men will listen attentively. 
The investigation of this matter that has l>e<n made by the 
Federal Council of Churches of Christ in America, the industrial 
commis*'on of the Catholic church and the organization of Jewish 
synagogues has been thgyrimj h, but there are some who arc in­ 
clined to think that those who represent the churches on such 
investigating committees a lf idealistic, whose opinions are de­ 
termined by the thought of what ought to be rather than by the 
wrongs attaching to the conditions they criticize.

A WRITER, who is intimately acquainted with conditions in 
China, sees in the attack made upon a train carrying foreigners, 
an affront to the white tourists and business men in China. 
It was to be expected that the use of Chinese coolies in the 
World war would have a certain effect upon those so employed. 
Living in China, these laborers, who were without knowledge of 
the Western world, lived in awe of the civilization of the West­ 
ern nations. 
The war took them out of the far-scattered regions 
of China and brought them face to face with what appeared to 
be the break-up of Western civilization. 
Luring the war they 
saw these peoples Who had sent missionaries to them destroying 
each other in a way that must have seemed diabolical to the un­ 
lettered and unscientific Chinaman. The coolies were themselves 
thrown into places of danger and death and they knew many of 
the hardship that attend modern warfare. 
Now that they have found opportunity in the weakness of 
their government to express their turbulent spirit, they are at­ 
tacking those before whom they stood in awe previous to the 
World conflict. With a population of over half the people on the 
earth they are capable of doing untold damage if they determine 
that Western civilization and religion is not in any sense superior 
to their own. 
The experiences of the World war, the methods 
of foreign concessionaires and the tendencies of Western nations 
to treat China as a land that may be readily exploited, have 
brought about a condition that is filled with danger to the West­ 
ern world. 
The industrializing of China by the use of foreign capital 
may be dangerous, and yet this must be the line of development 
ti the future.
